stalled several months ago. A few, 
arrests followed \iolations of the 
regulations, but the standards 
served their purpose to a great ex- 
tent and there was noticeably less 
reckless turning of corners. 


Within the past few months, 


however, most of the standards 
have been broken down and re-J 
moved and it is not likely that one 
can be found standing at the in- 
tersection of a street. Several in-! 
stances have been reported where, 
the bases have been carried awa\.
